It didn’t. Now that the facts 
are known—which _— Brownell 
could have obtained, had‘ he not 
been bent on revenge—the tra- 
ditional American sense of fair 
play will turn the issue into a 
Truman triumph. 

What Harry Truman’s cabinet 
members advised was to inform 
the FBI, to keep the man in a 
job so he would not be made sus- 
picious, as he would have been 
had he been fired, and allow J. 
Edgar Hoover’s investigators to 
watch him and his -associates. 
They did not make him manager 
o. the International Monetary 
Fund, as planned. He could do 
some damage there. They made 
him an executive director of 
the U.S. members of the fund. 


Trap 


Here he was without power to 
initiate any measure without 
check and permission. He was 
watched, and we may be sure 
his mail was opened and his tele- 
phone tapped: No direct. evi- 
dence was obtained, though sus- 
picion was increased, and after 
enough time had elapsed he was 
asked to resign and the routine 
letter of “‘regret’’ given him. 


After all, in those days, we 
still held to the theory that no 
matter how much circumstantial 
evidence there was, a man was 
innocent until proved guilty. 

(Note well that one of the 
products of our shrewdly exploit- 
ed fear is that a great many 
Americans already are willing 
to declare guilt without tested 
evidence or trial.) ~- 

At any rate, no spy was pro 
moted; no spy was ovérlooked, 
Instead, the. man from Missouri, 
who had come from frontier 
stock and who had fought for 
his country in France in the 
first great war, acted about as 
any other American of common 
sense would, and should, have 
done. 

He called in the FBI and noti- 
fied it—and they set a trap. 

So, we move along, and await 
judgment on the grinding of Her- 
bert Brownell’s grist. 

It is likely the political, man- 
azers, as the national GOP chair- 
man has indicated, do intend a 
campaign cry of ‘‘Communist”’ for 
1956 


If so, they cannily follow an 
old adage; namely, that once a 
lie has passed down a street, 
not every one hears truth knock- 
ing at the door. 

Harry Truman did not condone 
a spy—and there is even yet no 
proof White was a spy—though, 
he was for sure, an arrogant 
fool and may have been disloyal. 


Truth 


Almost lost in the news of this 
was the patient knock of truth. 
Weeks before, the headlines had 
cried that McCarthy had uncov- 
ered a great spy ring at Fort 
Monmouth, where some of our 
most valuable secrets are. 

Truth came along saying, offi- 
cially, no spy ring had existed. 
No secrets had been lost or 
stolen. An attempt had been 
made during the war. It had not 
succeeded. The radar “‘secrets,”’ 
of which the Russians had 
movies, were merely the movies 
we had given them during the 
days of lend-lease. 

This sort of campaign, which 
the GOP announces it will wage, 
creates doubt and lack of con- 
fidence in the American system. 
It makes the weak believe we 
need a dictator. It allows Mc- 
Carthy to say he will try to tax 
all funds going to schools which 
have on their faculty @ teacher 
whom McCarthy does not like. 
No constitutional guarantees are 
worth the paper they are written - 
on unless the people believe in, 
cherish and support them. 

But, as some have pointed out 
—the economic mills keep grind- 
ing. It may be by the summer 
of 1954 that red ink on his books 
will seem more important to a 
farmer or a wage earner than 
Republican cries of “‘Red.”” We 
will have to wait and see.

DETAILS OF PLOTTING 

In a 26-page, 6,000-word con- 
fession by Mrs. Heady introduced 
at the trial, she disclosed full de- 
tails of the plotting and execution 
of the crime. 


Mrs. Heady, 41, and Hall, 3, 
went on trial before a federal 
jury of 12 men who will decide 
not their guilt or innocence but 
whether they should be put to 
death in the poison gas chamber. 

They have already pleaded 
guilty, but under the Lindbergh 
kidnaping law a jury has to hear 
the case against them and recom- 
mend execution before they can 
be put to death. 


“ALMOST GOT SISTER” 


Mrs. Heady disclosed in her 
confession that she and Hall al- 
most kidnaped 6-year-old Bobby’s 
sister, Virginia Sue, 11, two weeks

Her confession started with an 
account of a drinking bout. Hall 
picked her up in the Pony Ex- 
press Bar in St. Joseph, Mo., and 
after sleeping with her one night 
in her home decided to move in 
for good. 

Mrs. Heady said that Hall first 
brought up the idea of a kidnap- 
ing as early as the middle of 
last June and soon settled on 
Bobby as the victim.

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Governor Is Right 
In Calm Approach 


Gov. Herman Talmadge yesterday 
announced a. sensible, calming admin- 
istration proposal with regard to the 
possible ending of school segregation by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

The court is to hear arguments in 
early December on what the contending 
parties believe the framers, and sup- 
porters, of the 14th Amendment had in 
mind as to the full meaning and intent 
of that Gmendment. The fact the 
amendment was obtained by harshly 
coercive methods, so obviously fraudu- 
lent and nonrepresentative of the popu 
lar will of the time, is attested to by the 
fact that Ohio, New Jersey and New 
York states sought to withdraw their 
previous endorsement of it—a _ fact 
largely overlooked by the more profes- 
sional Southerner of today. But this 
does not remove the amendment. It 
remains. And the Supreme Court will, 
in the spring, announce its decision or 
decisions. 

. ~ * 

Governor Talmadge first proposes a 
resolution to set up a committee of 21 
members to study whatever decision is 
made by the Supreme Court and to 
recommend action to the state. Sec- 
ondly, he offers a constitutional amend- 
ment which would allow the state to 
set up private schools, for white and 
colored children, which would receive 
state financial support. It is not pos- 
sible to do this now, the state’s own 
Constitution not permitting. 

We congratulate the governor on 
this approach. 

It does not agitate or in any manner 
incite violence. 

Rather, it calls for studious contem- 
plation. 

The problem is, of course, serious 
and packed with emotional explosives, 
' as is always true when old customs are 
disturbed. It is more so in four states— 
Georgia, Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Alabama. In most other Southern 
states for some time Negroes in small 
numbers have been attending the state 
universities. But no one can say what 
even their reaction would be if the 
court were to nullify segregation even 
in common schools. 

At any rate, the governor of Georgia 
has earned the gratitude of all thought- 
‘ful persons for his calm and studied 
approach. 

a (ee. 

We are not going to have another 
war between the states. We are going 
to do what the Supreme Court says. 
The course may take strange directions 
if the court says there shall be no legal 
segregation in public schools. It may 
even take the turn of private schools, 
state-financed. 

But the possibility remains that the 
court will rule such schools to be sub- 
terfuges taken in an effort to thwart the 
court’s rule. Certainly such a plan will 
be challenged. 

Lost sight of is the fact that school 
people think, if left alone, they could, 
with the cooperation of Negro school 
officials, largely handle a nonsegrega- 
tion decision from an administrative 
point of view. Many Negroes who want 
legal segregation off the books would 
nonetheless be satisfied with separate 
schools. They, as citizens and persons, 
dislike the fact of legal support of seg- 
regation and do not object too much, 
per se, to separate schools. Many be- 
lieve the problem could be worked out 
with a minimum of trouble if all co- 
operated and if there were no agitators 
at work crying for blood. 

The court, of course, may not dis- 
turb the common schools. There may 
be no need for study of amendments. 
But certainly the professional school 
rule will not be changed, and the people 
must begin to think and to note what 
Texas, Arkansas, and other Southern 
states have been able to do without 
violence or trouble of any sort. 

The big thing is to realize that vio- 
lence will never solve the problem. 
Thoughtful, prayerful 1953 Christian 
thinking will work it out. 

We join in a salute to the governor 
who, for all his extreme feelings on the 
subject, has risen to the challenge of it 
and come forward with the only two 
proposals possible for a civilized people 
dedicated to the Christian ethics. Let’s 
keep ourselves on this plane in the 
months ahead. 


Trade Is Important 
To Georgia’s Future 


In view of President Eisenhower's 
trade speech in Canada, the report that 
ports in the Southeast will do a billion 
dollar export-import business again this 
year has added interest. Georgia’s 
share of the total for the first seven 
months is about $50,000,000. 

While the figures are impressive and 


represent an important contribution to 
the state’s economy, they serve also to 
remind us of the future. The indus- 
trial development of Georgia and of the 
Southeast points to the increasing im- 
portance of foreign trade to the area. 
They point up, too, the necessity of re- 
ciprocal trade policies that permit max- 
imum interchange of goods between na- 
tions. 

The future development of the South 
is linked with this foreign trade pic- 

“ture. As American business moves in- 
creasingly to the underdeveloped areas 
of South America, Africa and Asia, we 
occupy a critical geographical position. 
More and more goods will move out of 
and into Southeastern ports. In that 
connection, Georgia’s development of 
Savannah’s port facilities is likely to be 
one of the best investments we’ve ever 
made. 

In a recent survey the magazine 
Business Week says that within 25 years 
“American business will take the West- 
ern Hemisphere, the Middle East, Africa 
and Australia as its prime market.” 
Anterican investment capital will move 
out to develop a vast area that has a 
population of 850,000,000 people. From 
the area we must look for our raw ma- 
terials and our capital will go out to 
develop these sources of raw materials 
as will our manufacturing genius and 
individual know-how. 

At any rate, the trade picture will 
have great bearing on the South’s econ- 
omy. The annual volume will continue 
to grow, with consequent effect on 
transportation and manufacturing ca- 
pacities, 


Ok > 3K 
Those Who Can't Hide 
Pay Intangible Taxes 


There is considerable vocal opposi- 
tion to the proposal that the General As- 
sembly revise Georgia’s intangible tax. 


The tax, which is on such items as 
cash, securities and accounts receivable, 
once was so confiscatory that the mere 
thought of its enforcement sent local 
capital fleeing across state lines. Re- 
duction to its present scale brought 
a few patriotic dollars home, but even 
so the tax still scares off well-to-do 
individuals and prosperous concerns 
that would like to dwell among us. The 
City of Atlanta, for instance, lost some 
very substantial new citizens and a lot 
of buying power to Jacksonville when 
the Prudential Insurance Co. chose 
Florida over Georgia for its Southeast- 
ern headquarters, largely because of 
Florida’s more realistic tax structure. 

Opposition to scaling the tax down 
comes from, of all places, Atlanta and 
Fulton County. True, the income of 
each government would be _ reduced. 
But Atlanta and Fulton County is the 
area that probably will benefit most 
from new capital and new businesses 
that would be attracted by a more rea- 
sonable levy. 

The present law is enforceable only 
against examples of conspicuous wealth. 
Many individuals evade it, and public 
sentiment in their communities backs 
them up. For this, if for no other rea- 
son, the law should be changed. Op-

Silviculture is the art of tree growing. 
Silvichemistry is the art of reducing them 
to their component parts and making from 
trees something else again. 

Rayonier, Inc., which is building a mill 
near here, is a silvichemist from way back. 
Give the company a good tree and when 
they finish with it, it may find its way into 
soup, automobile tires, or lipstick. 

The pine is approximately 70 per cent 
cellulose and cellulose is a basic material 
of modern industry. | 

From tree trunk to cellulose is a simple- 
appearing operation. The Jesup plant op- 
erates very much like a human stomach. 
Raw pine is first prepared, then chemically 
cooked and digested. The end product is 
cellulose instead of muscles and energy. 

Wood will be brought into the Jesup 
plant by. truck and train and stacked in 
storage lots. Next, the logs are debarked 
and chipped by machine inito pieces one 
inch square and a quarter of an inch thick. 
Conveyor belts distribute these chips to six 
spectacular looking silos rising 90 feet above 
the coastal plain. 

The chips move from the silos to eight 
digesters, again by conveyors. These di- 
gesters are enormous pressure cookers 
where the pine is reduced to a fibrous mass 
by means of chemicals, 100 pounds of steam 
pressure, and a temperature of 360 degrees. 
Here the cellulose is separated from non- 
cellulose fibers and blown into a big tank 
where the liquids are drained off. The cel- 
lulose pulp moves past a washer, removing 
the chemicals used in digestion, and then 
over a screen where the undesirable fibers 
are taken out. Next step is the bleachery 
for purifying and whitening. After this the 
pulp is dried and formed into sheets for 
easy storage and shipment. 

Cellulose is a fiber whose molecules are 
linked in a chain of identical units. It is 
found in every living plant but the tree is 
the most compact bundle of cellulose that 
nature produces. 

From a Georgia pine to cellophane wrap- 
ping is a short step, thanks to silvichem- 
istry. Plastics are a product of pine cellu- 
Jose, as are rayons, camera film and 
sponges. Nitrocellulose is a particularly 
destructive variety, and cellulose also finds 
uses as an adhesive in foundry molds and a 
means of keeping dirt in suspension in de- 
tergents. 

Next time the soup or ice cream is 
wrong, don’t blame the cream. It is quite 
likely that the thickener is cellulose, and 
before that was a scraggly Georgia pine.

The Attorney General’s enterprise has 
paid at least one slight dividend, even if 
of a transitory nature. It shoved Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson into the background. 
Only a little over a week ago, you may re- 
member, it was he who was all over the 
front pages, alive and kicking and being 
kicked around by the farmers. 

But there are those here who know that 
the farmer problem and other problems 
equally pressing—if not so noisily paraded— 
have not been buried in the dust thrown up 
in digging up Harry Dexter White. 

Therefore, it can hardly be mere coin- 
cidence or happenstance that, while the 
Brownell-Truman-White furore was at its 
height, some serious and sober-sided lead- 
ers in the Eisenhower administration served 
notice that they are going to tackle the real 
trouble. Their diagnosis is the same as that 
of the Attorney General, namely that the 
administration has fallen short of expecta- 
tions in many quarters. But, instead of the 
Brownell ‘‘diversion,’’ they intend to try to 
do something to improve the record of the 
administration and recover lost ground be- 
fore next year’s congressional elections. 

This explains the announcement that the 
President will hold a three-day consultation 
with Republican congressional leaders and 
his Cabinet, Dec. 10-12, to work out a pro- 
gram for. the second session of the 83rd 
Congress, which begins Jan. 4. 

An appraisal of the administration situa- 
tion would seem to indicate that, if Presi- 
dent Eisenhower intends to assert his lead- 
ership, he could count on wide public sup- 
port, though perhaps not to the extent of a 
year ago when he was fresh from his over- 
whelming personal victory. He did not 
choose to draw upon that reservoir in the 
first session. It is only natural, too, that 
Democrats could not be expected, with an 
election at stake also, to give the President 
the measure of cooperation that they did 
last session. 

‘Furthermore, the Brownell adventure has 
had a chilling effect on Democrats gen- 
erally.

Soviets Persist in Violating Pledges 
Records Show Espionage, Infiltration 


WASHINGTON—Twenty years ago this 
week the United States Government ex- 
tended diplomatic recognition to the Soviet 
government in Moscow—and the records 


shows that every year since, the Communist 
government has violated | 
the solemn pledges given 
on that date. 

The United States for 
16 years—from 1917 to 
1933—under Republican 
as well as Democratic 
administrations, had 
withheld recognition 
even though the Com- 
munist regime exercised 
complete military con- | 
trol of all the Soviet al 
territory. The reason. ‘was that the Com- 
munist regime had not shown itself will- 
ing or capable of honoring international 
obligations and had insisted on the right 
to infiltrate the territory of this country 
with its organizations. 


The story of Harry Dexter White, Alger 
Hiss and the many others who promoted 
the Communist cause while employed by 
the United States government would not 
be in the headlines today except for the 
presence of Communist agents such as 
Elizabeth Bentley, Whittaker Chambers and 
others who operated at the behest of Rus- 
sian agents, many of them functioning di- 
rectly out of the Russian embassy in Wash- 
ington, and the Russian consulates in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. 

The proof is voluminous that the Soviet 
government has maintained a system of 
espionage in this country. The records of 
the FBI and of the Senate and House com- 
mittees for nearly 20 years have revealed 
such espienage and infiltration. 

Anybody who reads.the pledges given 
by Soviet Russia and then looks at the 


headlines of today will see at a glance 
how flagrantly the Soviet regime has vio- 
lated the pledges it gave the late President 
Roosevelt when he extended recognition 
Nov. 16, 1933. 

A case for the ‘‘de-recognition’’ of the 
Soviet government has been made by the 
Soviet agents in this country themselves. 
Severance of diplomatic relations now 
would be logical in view of the breaking 
of the agreement of 1933 signed by Foreign 
Secretary Litvinoff, opened by saying: 

“Coincident with the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between our two gov- 
ernments it will be the fixed policy of the 
government of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics: To respect scrupulously the in- 
disputable right of the United States to 
order its own life within its own jurisdiction 
in its own way and to refrain from inter- 
fering in any manner in the internal affairs 
of the United States, its territories or pos- 
sessions.”’ 


The United States government has never 
set up any organizations inside Soviet 
Russia and in no way has violated the ter- 
ritorial integrity of the Soviet government. 
But the Soviet regime recently in connection 
with the Korean war publicly admitted at 
the United Nations meeting in New York 
that it had furnished arms and ammunition 
to the Red Chinese government which had 
been pronounced an aggressor by vote of 
the U.N. More than 140,000 American cas- 
ualties have been recorded in Korea. 

So, on two counts—the breaking of the 
letter of the U.N. charter and the violation 
of a specific agreement with the United 
States—the Soviet regime is not entitled to 
any further consideration as the recognized 
government of Russia. An act withdraw- 
ing recognition would afford great hope not 
only to the oppressed people of Russia but 
to the peoples of the satellite states behind 
the Iron Curtain.

course, the stories of 
Herod, Caiphas and Annas, Pilate, Judas, 
and the Pharisees and Sadducees; but there 
are also the accounts of the visits He made. 
to the Bethany home of Lazarus whom He 
loved deeply. 

The long and intimate association of 
Jesus with His disciples was built on aA 
basis of warm, personal friendship. So 
great was their love for Him that after 
He left they continued His work in the 
knowledge that His loving spirit was their 
constant inspiration. The crowds loved Him 
because He first loved them. 

The gospels tell us Jesus was a friend 
of publicans and sinners and sat with them 
at their tables. How. great was the heart 
of Christ to include those whom the people 
scorned ‘as servants of Caesar and those 
whom the people pointed to as enemies of 
God. Even in the last hours before Cal- 
vary, Jesus turned to Judas and addressed 
him as ‘“‘Friend.’’ From the Cross He said, 
as only a man with a great love can say; 
‘Father, forgive them.’’ At that tragic 
moment He turned to the thief at His side 
and opened for him the life of God. 

Perhaps nowhere in all literature are 
there greater stories of friendship than 
those verses which describe the Upper 
Room where Jesus joined His disciples 
about a Table of Friendship and those 
verses which describe the walk of Christ 
and His friends toward Emmaus. 

The early church referred to Jesus as 
“our Elder Brother.’’ Of all the friends of 
men, was there ever a friend who loved 
as greatly and who sacrificed so much for 
those he loved? Of all the friends of men, 
none has offered himself so unreservedly, 
and to none have the multitudes of every 
age responded so generously. 

Jesus made friendships easily, but 
friendship exacted from Him a great price. 
He said, ‘‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself’? (Mark 12:31). Jesus’ love for His 
friends was so great that He forgot Him- 
self that He mignt love them more. Jesus 
said, ‘‘Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends’”’ (John 15:13). Jesus died on Cal- 
vary not for an ahbstract~-principle but to 
convince each of us of His friendship.

3 Suspected as Forest 
Fire Danger Continues 


A continuing scourge of wildfires, combined with 
worsening weather conditions, last night brought little 


hope of any early relief in 
situation. 

Special weather forecasts re- 
ceived by the Georgia Forestry 
Commission here indicated in- 
creasing wind velocity, reduced 
humidity and lowered fuel mois- 
ture—a treacherous combination 
—in the north Georgia area 
where fire-fighters have been bat- 
tling destructive flames since 
early last week. 

Wildfires, including some be- 
lieved to have been set malicious- 
ly, were racing through wooded 
areas of several states yester- 
day, with fringe areas of the 
Chattahochee National Forest in 
north Georgia and South Carolina 
hardest hit. 

Three men suspected of setting 
16 fires in Polk and Haralson 
Counties were in Haralson County 
jail last night awaiting formal 
charges. 

Investigators were also probing 
reports of indicated incendiarism 
in a large fire that raged out of 
control across Yonah Mountain 
in White County. Fire fighters 
on Yonah were hampered further 


Georgia’s critical forest fire 


by controllable back-fires, Geor- 
gia Forestry Commission direc- 
tor Guyton DeLoach said. 


No arrests have been made in the 
White County case, but the Har- 
alson County sheriff identified 
two of the men held in Haralson 
as Red Beatenbou and Robert 
Cheatwood, both of Haralson 
County. A third man’s name. was 
unobtainable immediately. The 
sheriff reported supects were ‘‘all 
about 25 years old.”’

In this investigation, the 
FBI was making an intensive ef- 
fort to verify and corroborate 
certain accusations of espionage 
made by confidential informants. 


WHITE’S NAME LISTED 

A lengthy FBI report on this 
matter was sent to the White 
House in December, 1945. The re- 
port contained many names of 
persons in and out of government 
service concerning whom there 
were then unverified accusations. 
Among the many names men- 
tioned, I now find, was that of 
Harry Dexter White, who had 
been in the Treasury department 
for many years and who was at 
that time an assistant secretary 
of the Treasury. 

As best I can now determine, 
I first learned of the accusations 
— White early in February. 

, when an FBI report spe- 
cifically discussing activities of 
Harry Dexter White was brought 
to my attention. The February re- 
port was delivered to me by Gen. 
Vaughan and was also brought to 
my personal attention by Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes. This report 
showed that serious accusations 
had been made against White, 
but it pointed out that it would 
be practically impossible to prove 
those charges with the evidence 
then at hand. 

SENT TO SUPERIOR 

Immediately after the matter 
was brought to my attention, I 
sent a copy of the report, with a 
covering note signed by me, to 
White’s immediate superior, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Fred

of| mundreds of FBI agents were en- 


gaged in investigating the charges 
against all those who had been 
accused. It was of great impor- 
tance to the nation that this in- 
vestigation be continued in order 
to prove or disprove these charges 
and to determine if still other 
pefsons were implicated. 

Any unusual action with respect 
to Mr. White’s appointment might 
well have alerted dil the persons 
involved to the fact that the in- 
vestigation was under way and 
thus endanger the success of the 
investigation. 

It was originally planned that 
the United States would support

Rebel Relies 


Highlight

During the War Between the 
States Hal Greer’s great-grand- 
father outfitted a regimént. After 
World War II the Greers used 
many of the Arkansas rebel’s 
Confederate regalia to furnish 
their new home at 1000 Bucking- 
ham Circle, NW. 

The old fellow’s dueling pistols 
and sidearms are surrounded by 
captains’ chairs from his law of- 
fice in the library. Bolls of Ar- 
kansas cotton and the stars and 
bars adorn a print of the Battle 
of Atlanta. Poplar paneling was 
used in the room against brick 
pavers in the floor and fireplace. 


MODERN HOMESTEAD 
Though the Greer homestead 
fs modern as jet propelled elbow 
grease, the place is furnished 
with antiques, curios and da- 
guerreotypes, gleaned from both 
trunks in the ancestral tree. 


Situated high on a hill, the 
house’s 40-foot vantage point is 
sufficiently out of range of neigh- 
bors so that the Greers could af- 
ford to use yards of glass. The 
living room boasts a picture win- 
dow exposure at back and front. 
Furniture is mostly of the Fed- 
eral period. Living room walls 
and carpet are gray. Draperies 
are two shades of green. 

Two cherished family portraits 
guard the dining room. The oils, 
of relatives who migrated from 
France in the early 18th century, 
sank off the shores of Martinique 
and were later unearthed when 
the ship carrying them was sal- 
vaged. A French tricolor is dis- 
played over one, a likeness of a 
general in the Crimean War. 


‘LOST CAUSE’ DEPICTED 

Currier and Ives prints de- 
picting the “‘lost cause” of the 
Confederacy are mounted in the 
Pompeian red hall. The guest 
room at one end boasts a walnut 
bed hewn by slaves on Mr. 
Greer’s great-grandfather’s plan- 
tation. Mrs. Greer has framed 
one of her grandmother’s ruffly 
doll dresses to add a quaint note 
to the room. 

The youngsters, Lois, two and 
one-half, and Hal, six, were given 
free rein to decorate their room 
next door. The Greers purpose- 
ly left the walls blank so that 
the children could scrawl and 
scribble as they pleased. 


Not nearly every feature of 
the Greer household recalls an- 
other era. Asphalt tile floors and 
radiant heating was used 
throughout the house. Indirect 
lighting, concealed work table in 
the kitchen and buzzer system 
are other modern features. Chip 
lap siding is battleship gray. 

Nor do the Greers depend upon 
tintypes for their art. In the li- 
brary hang several watercolors 
painted by Mr. Greer when he 
was stationed with the Navy on 
Guadalcanal during World War 
II. The pictures once hung in 
the National Gallery in Wash- 
ington in a GI art exhibition.

of chicanery. West consequently 
played the ten of clubs to trick 
three. The finesse was taken and 
the losing diamond shed on the 
ace of clubs. West this time 
dropped the king. When the two 
of hearts was led off dummy, 
the ace clattered up and the jack 
of clubs was fired back. The| 
stage had been set and declarer 
was now put to. the critical 
guess. If West had not been 
falsecarding, declarer was sub- 
ject to an overruff if West held 
the .jack of spades. Declarer 
elected to ruff with the queen of 
trumps and play for the jack to 
Crop next round. When this failed 
to come off, he was down one. 

I have it on the authority of 
my favorite mathematicians that 
from the standpoint of percent- 
ages, declarer made the superior 
play.
